The argument about 
the old publle punishments cuts both 
Ways. The publelity was an additional 
risk for the government as well as an

PATTI’S EARNINGS. 


The Shrewd Financial Methods of the 
Musical Miracle. 

Adelina Patth never suffered from 
the financial timidity of a Jenny Lind 
Not only was she a supreme vocalist; 
but, Colonel Mapleson remarked, 
“no one ever approached her tn the art 
of obtaining from a manager the 
greatest possible sum he could by any 
possibility contrive to pay.’ Rut the 
musical miracle was the spoiled dar 
ing of her day, and she never fatled 
to obtain exactly what she wanted 
She was first engaged in London tn 
1861 by Mapleson to sing four nights 
“on approval” and tn case of success 
to obtain £40 a week. This contract 
was not fulfilled, however, for, being 
hard pressed financtally, she had bor 
rowed £50 from a rival manager, and 
her receipt proved practically a con 
tract. This was the beginning of a 
enreer so dazzling that Its successive 
steps are simply a series of Increasing 
banknotes, In 1872 she obtained tn 
London 200 guineas a night, since ahe 
insisted on having more than Christine 
Nilsson, who was receiving £200. She 
sing twice a week. Ten yenrs later 
she was given $5,000 a night! Her fa 
mous contract to sing In America pro- 
vided that the money should be paid 
her at 2 o'clock on the day she sang; 
Also a drawing room and sleeping car 
to be especially built for her, with 
conservatory, fernery, ete. Further, 
there was to be deposited to her credit 
$50,000 for payment of the last ten 
performances—Patt!'s favorite device 
She thus recelved about twenty times 
What Marlo and Grist got 

Her private car Incidentally 
$00,000 and contained a silver bath 
and gold keys to the doors, to say 
nothing of a $2,000 piano. Patt! gave 
to the manager only ber votce and her 
costumes, Tler drawing capacity just! 
fled this, “Lucia,” as an example, was 
sung to an average of $14,000. “Travi- 
ata” drew more, since she sang more 
notes, It was a frequent occurrence 
among the poorer music lovers to buy 
n club tleket and each take turns at 
hearing her for twenty minutes. If 
one overstayed his time he paid for 
the entire ticket.

Many Ways For the Bluejackets t 
Make Extra Money. 

The possibile methods of making ex 


tra money on shipboard are manifold 
“Tallorizing’ is one of the most prot 
ftable. While a ship's tatlor ts detatier 
to most of our ships, his duties are 
Hmited to making necessary alterna 
tions tn the uniforms which are issued 
to the members of the crew Many 
enlisted men own sewing machines 


upon which they 
they also do odd jobs for officers, suct 
as pressing and cleaning A handy 
man with the needle can also make 
handsome sum by doing fancy work 
Some of the most delleate embroiders 
work has been done by sallormen 
The ship's barber also makes a com 
fortable living in addition to his requ 
lar pay, and the distribution of prizes 
at target practice enriches the coffers 
of the gun crew by a considerabl 
sum. Men who are detalied to duty 
on board submarine boats are allowed 
an additional $5 a month and besides 
$1 a day for every day the boat 
submerged. Bluejackets detailed as 
signalmen, as cockswains of power 
boats or itn charge of holds are al 
lowed extra pay. A crew messman re 
celves $5 a month for performing that

STAR GAZING. 
The Study of the Constellations as a 
Pastime. 

Probably every reader bas often ad 
mired the uty of a starlight night. 
A little curetul observallon op such a 
night will show that the brighter stars 
may be divided {nto groups or “constel 
lations,” as the astronomers call them, 
most of which are known by the 
names of animals or legendary per 
sons, such for exatnple as “the Great 
Bear,” “the Swan,” “Hercules,” “An 
dromeda,” etc. The easiest 
learning these “constellations’ 
some one already acquainted with 
them, but if the beginner is not fortu 
nate enough to know any such person 
the majority can be learned from any 
cheap star maps such as are sometimes 
contained in almanacs. 

Now, if the budding astronomer will 
notice the position of any of 
groups or constellations at a particu 
lar bour of any night and then look a 
few hours afterward be will that 
during the interval the stars which ap 
peared 
to the south in a somewhat similar 
manner to the apparent motion of the 
sun aud moon, while closer attention 
on several evenings will show a circu 
lar or rotary tovement around the
